Old Method« Wasteful. 
“If all the cream thut was used In 
this country last year for making bu t­ 
ter alone had been separated by the 
deep setting system, which was the 
bevt method known at the time the 
centrifugal 
separator 
was 
invented, 
more than $85,900,000 worth of butter- 
fat would have been left In the skim 
milk. 
This does not take Into con­ 
sideration the enormous quantity of 


cream th a t was used as eream and 
for m aking ice cream. 
By the old 
method much more labor would have 
been required In the homes and In the 
factories, and the present high q u al­ 
ity of products could not have been 
made.” 
The cream separator elim inates the 
great w aste which accom panies hand 
skimming methods. 
According to ex­ 
perim ents conducted at the Indiana 
State Experim ent Station in s e p a ra t­ 
ing a certain quantity of milk, 20.2 
pounds of butterfat were lost by sh al­

This is extremely im portant, as much 
of the profit from 
dairying 
comes 
from proper utilization of skim milk. 


Find Worn Separator« Faulty. 
T here are many separator* in use 
today, however, that are w asting valu 
able b utterfat In the skim milk with 
out the ow ner knowing of his losses. 
Badly worn separators, or ones th at 
were of faulty construction to begin 
with, should 
he replaced. 
A farm 
wife can tell w hether her coffee grind­ 
er Is grinding fine, medium or coarse 
by merely looking at the texture of 
the coffee after it has passed through 
the grinder. 
But no one can tell how 
much creain h sep ara to r Is w asting 
by looking at the skim milk, nor by 
filling a glass with skim milk and al­ 
lowing it to “set” on the window sill 
for a day or more to see how much 
cream rises to the top. 
When 
one 
“sets" 
skim 
milk 
th a t 
has 
gone 
through the sep arato r it cannot be 
expected that the small, hard-to-get 
fat 
globules 
will 
work 
their 
way 
through the milk serum and rise to 
the top unless there is an uuusually 
heavy loss. 
“Setting" skim milk is 
merely an Impractical way of trying 
to test an inefficient sep arato r by the 
more inefficient gravity setting “test." 


Many By-Product» 
to ‘Cream Farming’ 


No More Profit to Farmer in 
“Higher 
Price” 
of 
Fluid Milk. 


The best system of farm ing Is the 
one which results in the greatest finan­ 
cial advantage and contributes most 
to the farm er’s economic wants, ac­ 
cord to the De Laval B ureau of D airy­ 
ing. 
It’s the profit, not Just the am ount 
received f<>r farm products thut counts. 
During recent years there has beeu 
a tendency among farm ers to go into 
the production of fiuid milk for the 
big city m arket without realizing that 
it costs in the neighborhood of 50 
cents per 100 pounds more to product 
the kind of milk consumers in the 
cities are demanding. 
Surveys made 
by a Mid-Western Agricultural college 
showed th at it was costing farm ers 
$2.15 to $2.60 per hundred pounds to 
produce milk for which they received 
only $2.50, and that of the 14 cents 
per qu art 
f . milk ¡ aid by the con­ 
sum er th e dealer received 8.6 cents 
and the farm er 5.3 cents. 


Higher Price, 
But No 
More Profit. 


The desire to sell milk as whole 
milk ra th er than as cream or milk to 
be converted into b u tter or cheese is 
due to a belief that the “ higher price” 
leaves the greatest profit, says th s 
Bureau. 
The skim milk profit angle is 
too often completely forgotten. 
When 
whole milk 1« shipped the profits that 
cot id be m ade from skim milk, the vu<- 
uable by-products of “cream farm ing,” 
Hre lost. 
rJ tie returns it is possible 
to make by properly making use of the 
skim milk retained on the farm a fter 
the cream bus been separated frotn the 
whole milk Is something far-sighted 
stock and dairy farm ers should not 
overlook. 
An explanation of the advantages 
of retaining skim milk on the farm 
is worked out in an example cited by 
a leading dairy authority as follows; 
“The good creamery lust year paid 
at least an average price of 50 cents 
a pound fo r fat. 
This would bring a 
return of $1.75 net for 3% per cent 
milk. 
T he skim milk left on the farm 
is easily w orth Cat cents out of e\e ry 
100 pounds, provided of course the dairy 
farm er is raising the right kind of 
live stock. 
This brings his milk to 
$2.25 net. 
It has been calculated by 
those who have given the m atter study 
th at It costs in the neighborhood of 
60 cents m ore to produce the kind of 
milk th at the consum ers of Chicago 
are demanding. 
Adding this to the 
price returned by the cream ery, we 
have $2.75. 
Out of this $2.75 the ex­ 
pense 
of 
operating the association 
m ust 
come and the milk must 
be 
hauled to ike local plant, which oosts 
from 10 to 20 cents a hundred, 
la 


other words, the pers< n selling whole 
milk can scarcely expect t«< net any 
more than $2.50 a 
hundred. 
This 
would leave but 25 cents a hundred 
for the production of milk over that 
which the cream ery pays and 
it 
is 
doubtful w hether this will com pensate 
for more than 50 per cent of the addi­ 
tional costs of producing m arket milk. 
Here’« How to Figure It Out. 
“F urther, when skim milk Is used 
on the farm It perm its a different type 
of farm ing to be developed. 
It is dif­ 
ficult, indeed, to say how much more 
a farmer can earn If he raises his 
calves, some hogs and chickens. This 
will depend upon the m anagem ent of 
the farm, but it is a fa c to r of no small 
a m sequence and should he considered 
by those who would ieuve their cream 
tries and cheese factories In o rder to 
get w h at appears to he a much higher 
price for their milk.” 


FIND MECHANICAL 
MILKER CUTS COSTS 


Tests completed at the Iowa State 
Agricultural college show ed a saving 
of 60 per cent In tim e and 23 per eent 
In costs by milking cows through the 
ase of a mechanical system , reports 
the De Laval B ureau of Dairying. 
The experim ents w ere conducted to 
determ ine the labor economy and any 
reduction in costs th a t might come 
through the use of the milking ma- 
ch lnt as compared with the common 
practice o f milking by hand. 
T he ob­ 
jection frequently heard that the sav­ 
ing in time achieved by mechanical 
milking is more than offset by the 
extra labor Involved in washing the 
utensils wus shown to have bo basis. 
It was found th at with the machine 
the entire milking job, including the 
necessary cleaning of the mechanical 
equipment, could be <1*>ne In ha lf the 
time required by hand. It was also 
shown th at the saving In labor cost 
more than offset the cost of the m ilk­ 
er. Not only did the m ilking machine 
88ve time and lower the cost of the 
milking operation, but it also removed 
a great deal of the drudgery of milk­ 
ing.

An Unusual Indian 
I AMES B. 
FINLEY emigrated tc 
** Northwest Territory In 171)6 us a 
'Child 
with 
his 
parents. 
He 
lived 
among the Indians for more than 
seventy years. He became a preach 
er and worked long and tirelessly at 
the almost hopeless Job of rescuing 
the red men of that day from sav 
agery. 
Among the Indians he was known 
as Hah-Wah-YVuh or "The Old Chief." 
In the evening time of his life he 
wrote a book, a sort of memoir of his 
j years on the frontier. 
I have never 
seen but two copies of this book and 
I possess one of them. 
I 
In the book he pictures some of the 
remarkable 
personalities 
he 
knew 
among the Indians. 
One character 
especially 
intrigues 
me. 
The man 
was known as Captain Sbigser. 
He 
must have been a most unusual sort 
of Indian. 
Too. he had an unusu&j 
sort of wife. 
1 feel that I can do 11 0 better than 
to let Finley describe him. 
1 quote: 
"He was among the handsomest, 
best made, and, 1 think, the proudest 
man 1 ever saw. 
He was remarkable 
for his entire abstinence from all In 
toxlcsting drinks, or mingling with 
the company of any Indians when 
drinking. He was married to a squaw, 
half white, said to be the daughter 
of General Butler. 
“She was a beautiful woman. Her 
skin was not dark; and her large, 
blue eyes; her long, black hair, ano 
tall, 
well-proportioned 
person, 
with 
her rich and embroidered dress, gave 
her a magnificent appearance. 
“ He 
was 
dressed 
in 
the 
finest 
broadcloth, made in the fashion of 
the Indian costume, with thirty silvei 
half-moons hanging on his breast ana 
down his hack. His headband was 
filled with silver bobs, and his linen 
bosom 
was 
stuck 
full 
of 
silver 
brooches; his belt was of the finest 
and best of wampum, and interwov 
en with beads and porcupine quills; 
his leggins were fringed, and filled 
with silver bobs, and beautifully dec­ 
orated with horsehair, dyed red; hi* 
moccasins were lined with green silk 
and 
ornamented 
with 
porcupine 
quills. 
All they had was in perfect 
keeping. 
“His tomahawk blade. pij»e. and 
handle, and his rifle barrel and stock 
were Inlaid with silver; and their 
borses were of the best kind; and 
ail their equipage, blankets and ev­ 
erything about their camp were in 
the same atyie. They did not pitch 
their tent close to the other iDdinns 
and 
rery 
seldom 
associated 
with 
them. 
“I have given this description to 
•how, thal even iu savage life, there 
«re groat uiiuimrtiuue iu their hah 
ka and ruling passions. 
I do not 
know what hecanre of M»U couple. 


but I Simula not wonder if l!u*y tmth 
fell u prey to savage envy, for those 
drunken Indians did not like them. 
"They said, ‘Too much proud.’ 
“I never knew but two other Indi­ 
ans but would drink and become In 
toxica fed at times- the one was a 
Mohawk, and (lie other a Seneca.” 
Compare Sldgser with Billy Wynn 
dott and his squaw, Betty. Betty and 
Billy used to get lordly drunk and j 
knock each other about They would 
shove each other into the fire, club 
each other, slash at each other and j 
at times would have murdered each 1 
other hut for interference. 
Finley describes a general debauch 
in which Billy and Betty participated j 
He wrote: 
‘‘This was an awful scene for a so • 
her man to look upon. 
Here vvere j 
encamped

drunk;

! It was not strong grog, and selling 
it for four dollars a gallon—his hired 
men gathering up nil the skins and

crosses and brooches—giving a gill of 
grog for a dozen silver brooches— 
then 
their 
guns, 
tomahawks, 
and 
blunkets, 
till

literally 
stripped naked, a I three or four 
were killed and wounded. 
“The reader may set what estimate, 
he pleuses. or call it by what name;* 
yet, if there ever was u greater rob­

Ford Digs Two Mile Tunnel for 
A Billion Gallons of Water a Day 
N 


EARLY a billion gallons of water 
a day—more than is used by 
the cities of Detroit, Philadel­ 
phia, Cincinnati and Washington com­ 
bined—will be the capacity of a huge 
tunnel now nearing completion at the 
Rouge Plant of the Ford Motor Com 
pany, Dearborn, Michigan. 
The tunnel will replace the present 
water intake system which supplies 
the Ford plants with 500,000,000 gal 
ions a day. At the same time the com 
pany is remodeling its power bouse to 
greatly increase the power output. 
Both improvements, costing several 
million dollars, are being made to en­ 
large the production facilities of the 
Ford plant. 


Sixty Feet Under Ground 
in constructing the waterway, the 
largest of its kind ever undertaken by 
a single business concern, the engi­ 
neers are burrowing sixty feet under 
ground for a distance of two and a fifth 
miles. 
They have gone under main 
highways, railroads, street car tracks, 
bridges, a cemetery and a creek. 
One of the most difficult tasks was 
that of tunneling under Baby Creek at 
a point which is crossed by a railroad 
bridge and where also a large sewer 
is under construction by the city of 
Detroit 
The piles that provide the 
foundation for the bridge and those 
driven by the company constructing 
the sewer formed a network on each 
side of the creek. It was the task of 
the Ford engineers to burrow under 
the creek, sewer and bridge, going 
between the piles without striking or 
weakening them. 
Borin* of the tunnel is accomplished 
by means of a shield—a large steel 
cylinder fourteen feet ion* and twenty

one feet iu outside diameter with a 
solid steel shell or skin two and a 
fourth inches thick. This shield has a 
bulkhead which is made fast near the 
front end. There are four openings 
through which the mud streams, like 
toothpaste from a tube, as the shield 
is shoved forward bv twentv powerful 
hydraulic jacks. 
When the shield has been pushed 
forward sufficiently concrete blocks 
two and a half feet wide sod five feet 
long, each weighing 2.490 pounds, art

WORKERS COMPENSATION INSURANCE 


Of all the propositions subnuted to the voters 
of Missouri for their judgment at the election on 
November 4, the one of least merit is Proposition 
No. 4, which would create a State insurance l'und 
for workmen’s compensation. 
This would give to 
the State a monopoly of such insurance, 
prohibit 
the issuance of policies by private insurance com­ 
panies and place this businses under the complete 
control of a political bureau. 


There is, in the first place, no substantial ju sti­ 
fication for any change in the present laws gov­ 
erning 
insurance 
for 
workmen’s 
compensation. 
»Since the compensation 
law 
was enacted, it 
has 
been generally speaking, fairly and 
satisfactorily 
administered. 
It has given this State a long need­ 
ed system of workmen’s compensation for injuries 
sustained in industrial labors, in amounts that are 
reasonable and just, and at rates that are strictly 
regulated by the State Commission. 
As a matter 
of fact, the success of this Missouri law has been 
rather remarkable and eminently gratiiying. 
Yet, now it is proposed to make 
a change 
in 
this law, that would radically alter its entire basis 
of administration and set up a great political 
or­ 
ganization that would monopolize this form of in 
surance, and. we are profoundly convinced, serious­ 
ly endanger its effectiveness as a beneficial agency 
in the interests of labor. 
The Legislature of Mis­ 
souri has given careful consideration to this pro­ 
posal and has properly rejected it as unsound and 
undesirable. 
But now the people of the State are 
asked to pass this very long, highly complicated 
and decidedly revolutionary measure, without 
any 
study of it 
for detailed study of such a complex 
proposal by the whole people is out of the question 
—and wihtout an opportunity to change a word of 
it. 


There is no good reason 
to 
believe that this 
change would really benefit either employes or em ­ 
ployers. 
Claims are made for it, to be sure, 
hut 
their validity is highly doubtful. 
They are not ju s­ 
tified by the experience of the seven States 
that 
have adopted this monopolistic form 
of State in­ 
surance. 
One of these, Ohio, is held up as a not­ 
able example of success in State insurance, but the 
experience of the other six States is not paraded. 
As a m atter of fact, none of their laws has worked 
as satisfactorily as the Missouri Law, and the com­ 
parative success of even the law of Ohio is debat­ 
able. 
There is not the slightest doubt in our mind 
that the Ohio system, as well as 
the 
others, will 
eventually break down, and workers, 
as 
well 
as 
taxpayers, will lose by their failure. 
A political 
bureau, subject as it must be to frequent changes 
of direction and to continuous political influences, 
can never be depended upon to maintain satisfac­ 
tory standards in an enterprise that properly be­ 
longs in the field of private business. 
This 
proposal is simply and solely an 
experi­ 
ment in State Socialism, an entering weoige 
for 
further 
experiments in that 
region of 
political 
theory. 
It is highly objectionable on 
that account, 
for nothing except Communism can be so danger­ 
ous to American principles, so destructive to Am er­ 
ican enterprise and individual opportunity as 
the 
advance of Socialism in this 
country. 
But aside 
from this fundamental 
and 
complete 
objection, 
there is not the slightest valid reason for 
setting 
aside the present law and substituting another 
of 
any character. 
The workmen’s compensation law 
is doing well for all concerned. 
Let it alone. 
Pro­ 
position No. 4 should be overwhelmingly defeated.

Tongues

wagged endlessly about their camp­ 
fires when they were among their 
ov n. 
The Indian was fearful, censelesslj 
fearful, because be lived In a world 
of a million spirits of every sort, some 
good, but most of them bad. Many of 
his pagan beliefs were amazing. 
When an OJibway woman burled 
her dead husband, she would run 
fri-m the burial place in zig-zag fash­ 
ion toward her home, dodging from 
tree to tree. Her object was to elude 
th* spirit of the deceased. At sun 
down the v hole village would set up 
a clamor of noise, rattling various 
things at hand, shaking the doors of 
the wigwams and creating n general 
hubbub. 
The Idea was to frighten 
auay the spirits. 
Lakes were the abode of spirits. 
They lived in caves and caverns and 
strange shaped rocks. 
High mourn 
tains were wigwams In which gods 
lived. Smoke coming out of volcanoes 
were fires In the giant tepees of these 
god*. 
If a spring bubbled, that was 
the breathing of some spirit. Echoes 
were spirits mocking the one who 
called. 
Everything that could not he ex 
plained was laid to the act of some 
god or spirit. 
So an epidemic would 
lead to incantations and offerings to 
the spirits. Belief In witchcraft was 
common and there are many Instances 
of record showing that both men and 
women, convicted as witches or sorcer­ 
ers, were put to death. 
Among many tribes no one, not 
even the bravest warrior, dared leave 
the tepee or camp circle at night 
They were literally afraid of the dark. 
It is said that there were tribes in 
the Hudson’s Bay territory that were 
so terror-stricken of the darkness that 
they kept their fires burning all night 
and slept only In the daytime. The 
Mohawks 
would 
never leave their 
dwelling places at night except In 
groups, because of their fear of the 
darkness. 
A crow was like a black cat—only 
much worse. 
Many an Indian expedl 
tion has been abandoned, the tribe 
turning back, because a crow sat and 
cawed in front of the line of march. 
The Otoes believed in a dwarf peo­ 
ple, about eighteen Inches high, who 
killed any who came near them. The 
Shoshones had a legend of a tribe of 
Imps, two feet high, naked and with 
a tail. They called them Nlnumbees. 
The Choctaws knew of a race of dl 
niinutive people who rode swiftly In 
the moonlight on the backs of deer 
and sang magic songs. These mythl 
cal people were known as itallaboys. 
Bla< kfeet worshiped demons with 
much ceremony and self-torture. They 
had to torment themselves without 
showing any sign of pain. Some tribes 
buried their dead children by the side 
of a trail In the hope that their spirits 
might enter the body of some woman 
passing. 
If this happened they would 
be born again. 
The Dakotahs believed that when 
one became ill It was due to an ani­ 
mal spirit entering the body. A tooth­ 
ache was the work of a woodpecker’s 
spirit. 
Dreams played an Important 
part 
In 
their 
superstitions. 
They 
found cause to either fear or worship 
almost everything in nature. 
Some 
tribes worshiped the sun and the 
moon. 
Peculiarly shaped stones, bits of 
copper or Iron ore, 
fragments of 
quartz became heirlooms or amulets 
and sometimes were cherished in fam­ 
ilies for generations. Such Ifcings, re­ 
gardless of hulk or weight, might be 
carted around from camp to camp for 
many years. 
Medicine bags became 
the reposing places of strange bits of 
Junk. 
Sometimes when a great chief died 
the mourners would cut off fingers and 
otherwise mutilate themselves. 
Again 
they might rip off patches of skin. 
Such actions are supposed to be due 
to 
a 
morbid 
fear 
and 
terror of 
death. 
When a whirlpool In some stream 
sucked down a man, the Indiana be 
lieved a devil reached up from his 
abode and grabbed the victim. 
If a 
man fell and was hurt, a demon of 
some sort tripped him. 
Prior to the coming of the whites, 
It is claimed, no Indian had any con­ 
ception of a Supreme Being. The A1 
gonquin word, Man!ton, was applied 
to gods in general. 
Most gods were 
evil. 
They were things to be over­ 
come. They might be met in the form 
of almost anything—a toad, perhaps 
or a worm, or a turtle. 
Many tribes 
especially feared to kill a rattlesnake. 
When they met a rattlesnake they 
would gather around It, 
praise it, 
speak of It In high terms, call It grand­ 
father and pledge their word that they 
would protect It. 
Thus almost everything that came 
into an Indian’s life, either animate 
or Inanimate, might be haunted or a 
devil or a god. 
Everything w as a 
“sign” to him and the most of his 
signs were bad ones. Compared with 
the Indian as he w as, th e so u th ern j 
negro is alm ost superstition-free.

That challenge still stands, but has not been 
accepted 
to 
date, 
AND HOW 


We calculated as how it would save a lot of time and 
wind for both sides, and enlighten the voters in a big way, 
to give them the benefit of the joint intelligence, informa­ 
tion. and, oratory of both sides, all at 
one 
sitting; 
that 
both sides together could, and likely would, hand out suffici­ 
ent information at the first “m eetin’ ” to settle two or three 
elections; and then both sides could adjourn this campaign 
and all go fishing. 
But the Republican speakers 
declined 
our invitation with thanks, and wrote us up in the papers. 
However, our replies and 
comparison 
of 
records, 
have 
brought a number of changes in the Republican Campaign­ 
ers’ battle lines. 


REPUBLICAN CAMPAIGNERS CHANGE FRONT 


1. 
One of their early campaign charges was that our 
County Clerk’s books were not kept to date and 
his office 
was badly managed. 


(a) 
When they were reminded that no grand 
jury 
had ever found anything wrong, 


(b) 
That the last grand jury had highly commended 
Mr. Smith and his records, 


(c) 
That Mr. Sm ith was inviting the public to visit 
his office and see for themselves, and 


(d) 
That Mr. Pearm an’s (his opponent) oversights, 
when he was County Clerk, had cost the Counts 
several hundred dollars. 


th a t charge against Mr. Smith was dropped. 


2. 
Charge number two was th at the County Court had 
hired lawyers to do the work of the prosecuting attorney 
in the County Bond suit and the 
Road 
Refund 
matters. 
Wrhen it was pointed out: 


(a) 
T hat the prosecuting attorney is 
not 
shirking 
any work or duty in either of these cases, but ap­ 
peared and did his utm ost in the 
County 
Bond 
suit, and is doing all he can in 
the 
Road Refund 
m atter, but was simply furnished some legal as­ 
sistance in these important cases, 


(b) 
That it would have been bad business policy 
to 
risk such large amounts of the people’s money on 
just the prosecuting attorney, when the defend­ 
ants w'ere represented by a large corps of the abl­ 
est lawyers in the State. 


(c) 
That every County in this section of 
the State 
had hired legal assistance for 
their 
prosecuting 
attorneys in these road cases, and 


(d) 
That Mr. Roger Bailey, Republican candidate for 
prosecuting attorney, and City attorney 
of 
the 
City of Sikeston, has the same obligation to rep­ 
resent his city in all legal m atters th at the prose­ 
cuting attorney has to represent the County, and 
th a t Mr. Bailey has had legal assistance at the ex­ 
pense of the city in every important case the City 
has had during his term of office, 


th at charge was abandoned, and Mr. Bailey 
himself 
now 
admits in his published statem ent last week: 


“It was proper for Mr. Montgomery 
to 
have help in this particular suit 
(County Bond 
Suit). 
It was burdened with too much 
responsi­ 
bility 
for Mr. 
Montgomery 
or any 
other one 
lawyer”. 


While Mr. 
Bailey does not mention the Road Refund 
case in this statement, since a much larger amount of the 
people’s money is involved in that case, than 
was at stake 
in the County Bond Suit. 


3. 
A fter adm itting that it was proper to hire legal 
assistance in these cases, they next said 
that 
Mr. 
Lucas 
was being paid too much by the County Court. 
When 
it 
was pointed out: 


(a) 
That the County Court settled with Mr. Lucas in 
the Bond case for 15C, which was 10'< less than 
than the school boards themselves had agreed 
to 
pay him, 


(b) 
That Bailey & Bailey (Roger and his father) hatl 
charged the Sikeston School District, which thtsv 
represented in the bond suit, 25' , while Mr. Lu­ 
cas had settled with all the districts he represent­ 
ed for 15'', 


(c) 
That Bailey’s &. Bailey’s charge in that case was 
about three times the per cent Mr. Lucas was 
to 
receive in the Road Refund case, and 


(d) 
That every county in this section of the 
State 
had hired legal assistance in these road 
m atters, 
and on less favorable term s to the* 
County than 
Mr. Lucas’ contract called for, 


that charge was likewise abandoned, and 
in 
Mr. Bailey’s 
published statement, ht* further adm itted: 


"That Mr. Lucas was employed to help 
him 
(the prosecuting 
attorney 
in 
the School Bond 
case) is without ju st criticism or objection”. 


Then they said th at Judge Brady, Republican County 
Judge, did not consent to the Road Refund contract 
with 
Mr. Lucas. 
When they found out that not a single one of 
the eight or more persons present in the court room when 
th at m atter was passed upon, but who says th at Mr. Brady 
not only voted for this contract, but expressed himself 
as 
highly pleased with it, this ceased to be a talking point. 


5. 
Then they said some money was transferred 
to 
some drainage district. 
But, they found out that 
Georg»1 
Arnold, Republican County Treasurer, was the prime mov­ 
er in that transfer and the one 
who actually 
made 
the 
transfer. 
So that ceased to sound good. 


6. 
They also said that Mr. Lucas gets free rent 
and 
library. Just why they jum p on Mr. Lucas, we don’t know, 
as he has never held office and is not a candidate. 
But, as 
to this charge, they found out that Mr. Lucas was furn­ 
ishing th»1 Probate office, free of charge, a Probate 
Clerk 
and stenographer, which amounts to many times his office 
rent, was himself attending to Probate duties in the absence 
of the Probate Judge, and was also furnishing the Probate 
office more library than the Probate office was furnishing 
him. 
So that charge passed out. 


7. 
They also said some county funds were short 
of 
cash. 
But later admitted that they 
had 
just 
forgotten 
th at these were hard times, with lots of delinquent taxes. 
8. 
They also assailed the records of the Democrats 
and praised their own, but, when later comparison 
didn’t 
sound so good, they dropped this. 


So one by one these 
Republican 
Campaigners 
have 
abandoned all of their original charges, but now Mr. Roger 
Bailey, Republican candidate for 
Prosecuting 
Attorney, 
gets back to the County Bond case, and says that he 
has 
discovered an entirely new fly in the ointment, and he de­ 
scribes it thusly, in his published statem ent last week: 


“The criticism lies in this. 
Mr. Montgomery 
was prosecuting attorney and Mr. Lucas was em ­ 
ployed by the County Court. 
With this agreement 
they should have gone on and rendered their serv­ 
ices in this case. They should not have brought in 
the school districts from all over the County and 
made contracts with those who would agiee to it 
for additional attorney fees to be paid bv th<\se in­ 
dividual districts". 


Tut! Tut! now, Roger, and piffle! 
You surely can’t be 
serious. 
Why Roger, you came to that school board meet­ 
ing yourself, and tried to get all of these school districts 
to employ you and your Father (Bailey <fc Bailey) 
tried to 
contract with them 
for the 
very 
“Additional 
Attorney 
fees”, as you express it. that you now say is all wrong and 
subject to criticism. 
And you were obligated t • appear in 
the case, as you suggest. 
And you would have been a par­ 
ty to whatever wrong there was about it. except that these 
school boards turned your 
proposition 
for 
employment 
down, and voted to hire Mr. Lucas. 
W hat was there wrong 
about Mr. Lucas being employed that would hav» been dif­ 
ferent if Bailey &. Bailey’s proposition had been accepted? 
And Rog(‘r, if there was anything at all 
wrong about 
it, 
you have been in on 
th»* secret 
since that 
n u ttin g 
in 
May, 1928. 
How come, that you wait until you are a can­ 
didate, to write us up? 
You didn’t even think to mention 
this in your 1928 campaign speeches, when it 
was 
fresh. 
Roger, we honestly think that you are one of the finest 
boys in Scott County, and we call you Roger rather than the 
formal Mr. Bailey because we like you. 
But now just be­ 
tween friends, don’t you sorter feel like you have 
gone 
a 
long way in this campaign in trying to get votes by finding 
fault with somebody? 


Surely there was nothing wrong in each school district 
a n d fund involved, paying its proportional part of the ex­ 
penses of this suit, a n d the m atter was handled and settled 
on exactly that basis. 
You speak of “Additional attorney 
fees”, thereby insinuating that Mr. 
Lucas made 
double 
charges— that is that he got the county court to pay him 
15'' of the total sum and then got each district ‘Who would 
agree to it”, as you express it, to pay him 15 
of their 
part. 
Such is not the case as you can find by a little figur­ 
ing. 
Mr. Lucas simply charged each district and fund in­ 
volved (Sikeston district excepted, since it had its own at 
torneys, Bailey & Bailey) 15'; of the sum recovered 
for 
them. 


Your published statem ent indicates that you think tht* 
County should have paid all of the expenses of 
this 
suit, 
with no part borne by the school and drainage districts to 
which more than 91 per cent of this money belonged. Sure­ 
ly the county should not have been called upon to bear all 
of the expense out of its less than 9 per cent of the sum 
involved. 


In your statem ent, you also seem to contend, and we 
agree to this, that though over 91 per cent of this money 
belonged to the school and drainage districts, 
still, since 
this bond was taken by the county, and this money was in 
the county treasury, the county court had full legal 
con­ 
trol of this whole m atter 
and, 
without 
consulting 
the 
school boards or anyone else, could have hired such 
addi­ 
tional lawyers as 
they 
saw 
fit 
on 
such term s as they 
thought best. 
But, we submit that the county court 
and 
prosecuting attorney should 
be 
commended rath e r than 
criticised, for calling in and consulting the school boards 
and following their wishes. 
Mr. Lucas had no more to do 
with calling this meeting th at you did, Roger, despite your 
plain insinuation to the contrary. 
And these school board 
members, and not the county court, provided for 
hiring 
this additional counsel, and selected 
Mr. 
Lucas and fixed 
his term of employment. 
And, in doing so, they did not, 
as you say, just contract with Mr. Lucas 
for 
"Additional 
attorney’s fees” but each school district was merely obli­ 
gating itself to pay its proportional part of the total 
ex­ 
pense. 
And Mr. Lucas was employed with the distinct un­ 
derstanding that he was to employ additional 
legal 
help 
and pay them out of his per cent, which he did, and 
th»- 
valuabl 
h»*lp of Attorneys 
Wammack 
and 
Wefcbom 
of 
Bloomfield, would not have been otherwise secured.

tent of milk or cream. A brilliant In­ 
ventive genius named I*e Laval, labor­ 
ing In his workshop In Sweden, found 
a wav by which whole milk could be 
accurately, continuously and quickly 
separated into cream and aklmmllk. 
I>e Laval also Inaugurated the re­ 
search which resulted In the widely* 
used efficient mechanical milker of 
today. 
Professor Babcock’s discovery sta­ 
bilized the dairy Industry. Doctor I>e 
Laval’s separator saved farm women 
millions of dollars’ worth of cream 
while his milking machine saved farm 
men millions of hours of drudgery.

Badly worn separators, or ones that 
were of faulty construction to begin 
with, ahould he replaced. 
A farm 
wife can tell whether her coffee grind­ 
er Is grinding fine, medium or coarse 
by merely looking at the textura of 
the coffee after It has passed through 
the grinder. But no one can tell how 
much cream a separator Is wasting 
hy looking at the skim milk, nor by 
filling a glass with skim milk and al­ 
lowing It to “aet” on the window sill 
for a day or more to see how much 
cream rise* to the top.

No More Profit to Former in 
“Higher Price” of 
Fluid Milk. 


The best system of farming Is the 
one which results In the greatest finan­ 
cial advantage and contribute« most 
to the farmer’s economic wants, ac­ 
cord to the De Laval Bureau of Dairy- 
lug. It's the profit, not just the amount 
received for farm products that count*. 
Daring recent years there has been 
a tendency among farmers to go Into 
the production of fluid milk for the 
big city n.arket without realizing that 
It costs in the neighborhood of 50 
cents per 100 pounds more to produce 
the kind of milk consumer« In the 
cities are demanding. 
Survey* made 
by a Mid-Western Agricultural college 
showed that It was coating farmer* 
$2.15 to $2.60 per hundred pounds to 
produce milk for which they received 
only $2.50, and that of the 14 cent* 
per quart f*. milk paid by the con­ 
sumer the dealer received 8.6 cents 
und the farmer 5.3 cents. 
Higher Price, But Ne Mere Profit. 
The desire to sell milk as whole 
milk rather than as cream or milk te 
be converted Into butter or cheese la 
due to a belief that the “higher price” 
leaves the greatest profit, says the 
Bureau. The skim uillk profit angle la 
too often completely forgotten. 
Whan 
whole milk Is shipped the profits that 
could t>e made from skim milk, the val­ 
uable by-product* of “cream farming,” 
are lost, 
'lbs returns It la possible 
to make by properly making use of the 
skhn milk retained on the farm after 
the cream hue been separated from the 
whole milk Is something far-sighted 
atock and dulry farmer« should not 
overlook. 
An explanation of the advantages 
of retaining akim milk on the farm 
la worked out In uu example cited by 
a leading dairy authority as follows: 
“The good creamery lust year paid 
at least an average price of 50 cents 
a pound for fat. This would bring a 
return of $1.75 net for 3H per cent 
milk. The bklm milk left on the farm 
is easily worth 50 cents out of «vary 
1UU pounds, provided of course the dairy 
farmer Is raising the right kind of 
live stock. 
This brings his milk to 
$2.25 net. 
It has been calculated by 
those who have given the matter study 
that It costs in the nelghtmrhood of 
50 cent» more to produce the kind of 
milk that tha consumers of Chicago 
are demanding. 
Adding this to the 
price returned by the creamery, we 
have $2.75. Out of thla $2.75 the ex- 
penes of operating the association 
must come and the milk must be 
hauled in tke local plant which eontn 
from 10 to 20 cent« a hundred. 
In 


other words, the persen selling whole 
milk can scarcely expect t" net any 
more than $2.50 a hundred. 
Thla 
would leave but 25 cents a hundred 
for the production of milk over that 
which the creamery pays and It is 
doubtful whether tbia will compensate 
for more than 50 per cent of the addi­ 
tional costs of producing market milk. 
Hare's How te Figure It Out. 
“Further, when skim milk la used 
on the farm It permits a different type 
of farming to be developed. It Is dif­ 
ficult, Indeed, to say how much more 
a farmer can earn If he raises hie 
calves, some hoge and chickens. This 
will depend upon the management of 
the farm, but It Is s factor of no smsll 
consequence and should be considered 
hy those who would leave their cream­ 
eries and cheese factories In order to 
get what appears to be a mnch higher 
price for their milk.”

' drinking. He was married to e squaw, 
' half white, said to be the daughter 
of General Butler. 
"She wss a beautiful woman. Her 
■kin w— not dark; nnd her large, 
blue ey—; her long, black hair, ana 
tell, well-proportioned person, with 
her rich and embroidered dress, gave 
her a magnificent appearance. 
"He w— dressed In the finest 
broadcloth, made In the fashion of 
the Indian costume, with thirty sllvet 
half-moons banging on bis breast nnd 
down his back. His headband was 
filled with silver bobs, and hts linen 
bosom 
wss 
stuck 
full 
of 
silver 
brooch—; his belt w— of the finest 
nnd best of wampum, and Interwov­ 
en with bends and porcupine quills; 
his leggins were fringed, and filled 
with silver bobs, and beautifully dec­ 
orated with horse hair, dyed red; hi» 
moccasins were lined with green silk

ornamented 
with 
porcupine 
quilts. 
All they bad w— la perfect 
keeping. 
"His tomahawk blade, pipe, nnd 
handle, nnd bis rifle barrel and stock 
wars Inlaid with sliver; nnd their 
bon— were of the beet kind; nnd 
nil their equipage, blankets end ev­ 
erything about their — mp were In 
the —me style.

WORKER’S COMPENSATION INSURANCE 


Of all the propositions submited to the voters 
of Missouri for their judgm ent at the election on 
November 4, the one of least m erit is Proposition 
No. 4, which would create a State insurance fund 
for workmen’s compensation. 
This would give to 
the State a monopoly of such insurance, 
prohibit 
the issuance of policies by private insurance com­ 
panies and place this businses under the complete 
control of a political bureau. 
There is, in the first place, no substantial ju sti­ 
fication for any change in the present laws gov­ 
erning 
insurance 
for 
workmen’s 
compensation. 
Since the compensation 
law 
was enacted, it 
has 
been generally speaking, fairly and 
satisfactorily 
administered. 
It has given this State a long need­ 
ed system of workmen’s compensation for injuries 
sustained in industrial labors, in am ounts th at are 
reasonable and just, and at rates that are strictly 
regulated by the State Commission. 
As a m atter 
of fact, the success of this Missouri law has been 
rather rem arkable and eminently gratifying. 
Yet, now it is proposed to make 
a change 
in 
this law, th at would radically alter its entire basis 
of adm inistration and set up a great political 
or­ 
ganization th at would monopolize this form of in­ 
surance, and. we are profoundly convinced, serious­ 
ly endanger its effectiveness as a beneficial agency 
in the interests of labor. 
The Legislature of Mis­ 
souri has given careful consideration to this pro­ 
posal and has properly rejected it as unsound and 
undesirable. 
But now the people of the State are 
asked to pass this very long, highly complicated 
and decidedly revolutionary measure, without 
any 
study of it -for detailed study of such a complex 
proposal by the whole people is out of the question 
—-and wihtout an opportunity to change a word of 
it. 
There is no good reason 
to 
believe that this 
change would really benefit either employes or em ­ 
ployers. 
Claims are made for it, to be sure, 
but 
their validity is highly doubtful. 
They are not ju s­ 
tified by the experience of the seven State* 
that 
have adopted this monopolistic form 
of State in­ 
surance. 
One of these, Ohio, is held up as a not­ 
able example of success in State insurance, but the 
experience of the other six States is not paraded. 
As a m atter of fact, none of their laws has worked 
as satisfactorily as the Missouri law, and the com 
parative success of even the law of Ohio is debat­ 
able. 
There is not the slightest doubt in our mind 
that the Ohio system, as well as 
the 
others, will 
eventually break down, and workers, 
as 
well 
as 
taxpayers, will lose by their failure. 
A political 
bureau, subject as it must be to frequent changes 
of direction and to continuous political influences, 
can never be depended upon to m aintain satisfac­ 
tory standards in an enterprise that properly be­ 
longs in the field of private business. 
This proposal is simply and solely an experi­ 
ment in State Socialism, an entering wedge 
for 
further experiment* in that 
region 
of 
political 
theory. 
It is highly objectionable on th at account, 
for nothing except C ommunism can be so danger­ 
ous to American principles, so destructive to Am er­ 
ican enterprise and individual opportunity as 
the 
advance of Socialism in this 
country. 
But aside 
from this fundamental 
and 
complete 
objection, 
there is not the slightest valid reason for 
setting 
aside the present law and substituting another 
of 
any character. 
The workmen’s compensation law 
is doing well for all concerned. 
Let it alone. 
Pro­ 
position No. 4 should be overwhelmingly defeated.

Americana

India: Superstition» 
W 
E ARE likely to think of the 
American Indian as very brave. 
The truth Is he was filled with a 
myriad of fears. He lived a life of 
never-censing superstitions terror. We 
are likely to think of him a» a man 
of few words. Instead, when we look 
Into his habits, we find him a chat­ 
terbox. 
Tongues 
of 
the 
Indians 
wagged endlessly abont their camp­ 
fires when they were among their 
own. 
The Indian was fearful, ceaselessly 
fearful, because be lived In a world 
of a million spirits of every sort, some 
good, but roost of them bad. Many of 
his pagan beliefs were amazing. 
When an OJIbway woman burled 
her dead husband, she would run 
from the burial place In zig-zag fash­ 
ion toward her home, dodging from 
tree to tree. Her object was to elude 
the spirit of the deceased. At sun 
down the whole village would set up 
a clamor of noise, rattling various 
things at hand, shaking the doors of 
the wigwams and creating a general 
hubbub. 
The Idea was to frighten 
away the spirits. 
Lakes were the abode of spirits. 
They lived in caves and caverns and 
strange shaped rocks. 
High moun­ 
tains were wigwams In which gods 
lived. Smoke coming out of volcanoes 
were fires In the giant tepees of these 
gods. 
If a spring bnbbled, that was 
the breathing of some spirit Echoes 
were spirits mocking the one who 
called. 
Everything that could not be ex­ 
plained was laid to the act of some 
god or spirit. So an epidemic would 
lead to incantations and offerings to 
the spirits. Belief In witchcraft was 
common and there are many Instances 
of record showing that both men and 
women, convicted as witches or sorcer­ 
ers, were put to death. 
Among many tribes no one, not 
even the bravest warrior, dared leave 
the tepee or camp circle at night 
They were literally afraid of. the dark. 
It Is said that there were tribes In 
the Hudson’s Bay territory that were 
so terror-stricken of the darkness thal 
they kept their fires burning all night 
and slept only In the daytime. The 
Mohawks would uever leave their 
dwelling places at night except in 
groups, because of their fear of the 
darkness. 
A crow was like I black cat—only 
much worse. Many an Indian expedi 
tion has been abandoned, the tribe 
turning back, because a crow sat and 
cawed in front of the line of march. 
The Otoes believed In a dwarf peo­ 
ple, about eighteen Inches high, who 
killed any who came near them. The 
Shoshones had a legend of a tribe of 
Imps, two feet high, naked and with 
a tail. They called them Nlnumbees. 
The Choctaws knew of a race of d! 
minutive people who rode awiftly In 
the moonlight on the backs of deer 
and sang magic songs. These mythl 
cal people were known as itallaboys. 
Blackfeet worshiped demons with 
much ceremony and self-torture. They 
hud to torment themselves without 
showing any sign of pain. Some tribes 
buried their dead children by the side 
of a trail in the hope that their spirits 
might enter the body of some woman 
passing. If this happened they would 
be born again. 
The Dukotahs believed that when 
one became 111 It was due to an ani­ 
mal spirit entering the body. A tooth­ 
ache was the work of a woodpecker's 
spirit 
Dreams played an important 
part in 
their superstitions. 
They 
found cause to either fear or worship 
almost everything In nature. 
Some 
tribes worshiped the sun and the 
moon. 
Peculiarly shaped stones, bits of 
copper or Iron ore, fragments of 
quarts became heirlooms or amulets 
and sometimes were cherished In fam­ 
ilies for generations. Such (Sings, re­ 
gardless of hulk or weight, might be 
carted around from camp to camp for 
many years. 
Medicine bags became 
the reposing places of strange bits of 
Junk. 
Sometimes when a great chief died 
the mourners would cut off fingers and 
otherwise mutilate themselves. Again 
they might rip off patches of akin. 
Such actions are supposed to be due 
to a morbid 
fear and terror of 
death. 
When a whirlpool in some stream 
sucked down a man, the Indians be-! 
lleved a devil reached op from his 
abode and grabbed the victim. 
If a 
man fell and was hurt, a demon of 
some sort tripped him. 
Prior to the coming of the whites, 
It Is claimed, no Indiun had any con­ 
ception of a Supreme Being. The Al­ 
gonquin word, Manltou. was applied 
to gods in general. 
Most gods were 
evli. 
They were things to be over­ 
come. They might be met in the form 
of almost anything—a toad, perhaps, 
or a worm, or a turtle. 
Many tribee 
especially feared to kill a rattlesnake. 
When they met a rattlesnake they 
would gather around U, praise it, 
apeak of It In high terms, call it grand­ 
father sad pledge tbelr word that they 
would protect it 
Thus almost everything that came 
Into an Indian's Ufa, either animate 
or Inanimate, might be haunted or a 
devil or a god. 
Everything was a 
“sign*’ to him and the moat of bis 
signs were bad ones. Compared with

Development On The Political Battle Front 


Experience proves again that time brings changes in 
most everything, including political battle lines. The Dem­ 
ocrats started their County campaign under the 
slogan, 
“Boost your own stock and let the Republicans do their own 
advertising!” The Republican County Committee and can­ 
didates, seem to have started their’s under the battle cry, 
“Advertise the faults of the Democrats and maybe the 
voters will forget some of ours, including Mr. Hoover!” 
Anyway, the Republican campaigners started out complain­ 
ing about most everything and everybody with a Democra­ 
tic complexion, whether a candidate, officer or whatnot. 


DEMOCRATS CHANGE FRONT 


Despite continued assaults, the Democrats ignored this 
“mud-slinging” and refused to 
indulge 
in 
personalities, 
until these Republican speakers grew bold to state that the 
Democrats were just afraid to try to reply to these charges. 
The Democrats seeing that silence was no longer a virtue, 
then challenged these Republican Campaigners to a joint 
public debate of these charges, and a comparison of records. 
That challenge still stands, but has not been accepted to 
date. 
AND HOW 


We calculated as how it would save a lot of time and 
wind for both sides, and enlighten the voters in a big way, 
to give them the benefit of the joint intelligence, informa­ 
tion, and, oratory of both sides, all at one sitting; that 
both sides together could, and likely would, hand out suffici­ 
ent information at the first “meetin’ ” to settle two or three 
elections; and then both sides could adjourn this campaign 
and all go fishing. 
But the Republican speakers declined 
our invitation with thanks, and wrote us up in the papers. 
However, our replies and comparison 
of 
records, 
have 
brought a number of changes in the Republican Campaign­ 
ers’ battle lines. 


REPUBLICAN CAMPAIGNERS CHANGE FRONT 


1. 
One of their early campaign charges was that our 
County Clerk’s books were not kept to date and his office 
was badly managed. 


(a) 
When they were reminded that no grand 
jury 
had ever found anything wrong. 


(b) 
That the last grand jury had highly commended 
Mr. Smith and his records, 


(c) 
That Mr. Smith was inviting the public to visit 
his office and see for themselves, and 


(d) 
That Mr. Pearman's (his opponent) oversights, 
when he was County Clerk, had cost the Count> 
several hundred dollars, 


that charge against Mr. Smith was dropped. 


2. 
Charge number two was that the County Court had 
hired lawyers to do the work of the prosecuting attorney 
in the County Bond suit and the Road Refund matters. 
When it was pointed out: 
(a) 
That the prosecuting attorney is 
not 
shirking 
any work or duty in either of these cases, but ap­ 
peared and did his utmost in the County Bond 
suit, and is doing all he can in the Road Refund 
matter, but was simply furnished some legal as­ 
sistance in these important cases, 
(b) 
That it would have been bad business policy 
to 
risk such large amounts of the people’s money on 
just the prosecuting attorney, when the defend­ 
ants were represented by a large corps of the abl­ 
est lawyers in the State, 


(c) 
That every County in this section of the State 
had hired legal assistance for their prosecuting 
attorneys in these road cases, and 


(d) 
That Mr. Roger Bailey, Republican candidate for 
prosecuting attorney, and City attorney 
of the 
City of Sikeston, has the same obligation to rep­ 
resent his city in all legal matters that the prose­ 
cuting attorney has to represent the County, and 
that Mr. Bailey has had legal assistance at the ex­ 
pense of the city in every important case the City 
has had during his term of office, 
that charge was abandoned, and Mr. Bailey himself now 
admits in his published statement last week: 


“It was proper for Mr. Montgomery 
to 
have help in this particular suit 
(County Bond 
Suit). It was burdened with too much responsi­ 
bility for Mr. Montgomery or any other one 
lawyer”. 


While Mr. 
Bailey does not mention the Road Refund 
case in this statement, since a much larger amount of the 
people’s money is involved in that case, than >vas at stake 
in the County Bond Suit. 


3. 
After admitting that it was proper to hire legal 
assistance in these cases, they next said that Mr. Lucas 
was being paid too much by the County Court. 
When 
it 
was pointed out: 


(a) 
That the County Court settled with Mr. Lucas in 
the Bond case for 15"», which was 10' » less than 
than the school boards themselves had agreed 
to 
pay him, 


(b) 
That Bailey & Bailey (Roger and his father) had 
charged the Sikeston School District, which they 
represented in the bond suit, 25'/% while Mr. Lu­ 
cas had settled with all the districts he represent­ 
ed for 15'/% 


(c) 
That Bailey’s & Bailey’s charge in that case was 
about three times the per cent Mr. Lucas was to 
receive in the Road Refund case, and 


(d) 
That every county in this section of the State 
had hired legal assistance in these road matters, 
and oil less favorable terms to the County than 
Mr. Lucas’ contract called for, 
that charge was likewise abandoned, and 
in 
Mr. Bailey’s 
published statement, he further admitted: 


‘T hat Mr. Lucas was employed to help 
him 
(the prosecuting 
attorney 
in 
the School Bond 
case) is without just criticism or objection’’. 


Then they said that Judge Brady, Republican County 
Judge, did not consent to the Road Refund contract with 
Mr. Lucas. 
When they found out that not a single one of 
the eight or more persons present in the court room when 
that matter was passed upon, but who says that Mr. Brady 
not only voted for this contract, but expressed himself as 
highly pleased with it, this ceased to be a talking point. 


5. 
Then they said some money was transferred 
to 
some drainage district. 
But, they found out that George 
Arnold, Republican County Treasurer, was the prime mov­ 
er in that transfer and the one who actually 
made 
the 
transfer. 
So that ceased to sound good. 


6. 
They also said that Mr. Lucas gets free rent and 
library. Just why they jump on Mr. Lucas, we don’t know, 
as he has never held office and is not a candidate. But, as 
to this charge, they found out that Mr. Lucas was furn­ 
ishing the Probate office, free of charge, a Probate Clerk 
and stenographer, which amounts to many times his office 
rent, was himself attending to Probate duties in the absence 
of the Probate Judge, and was also furnishing the Probate 
office more library than the Probate office was furnishing 
him. So that charge passed out. 
7. 
They also said some county funds were short 
of 
cash. 
But later admitted that they 
had just 
forgotten 
that these were hard times, with lots of delinquent taxes. 
8. 
They also assailed the records of the Democrats 
and praised their own, but, when later comparison 
didn’t 
sound so good, they dropped this. 


So one by one these 
Republican 
Campaigners have 
abandoned all of their original charges, but now Mr. Roger 
Bailey, Republican candidate for 
Prosecuting 
Attorney, 
gets back to the County Bond case, and says that he has 
discovered an entirely new fly in the ointment, and he de­ 
scribes it thusly, in his published statement last week: 


“The criticism lies in this. 
Mr. Montgomery 
was prosecuting attorney and Mr. Lucas was em­ 
ployed by the County Court. With this agreement 
they should have gone on and rendered their serv­ 
ices in this case. They should not have brought in 
the school districts from all over the County and 
made contracts with those who would agree to it 
for additional attorney fees to be paid by these in­ 
dividual districts”. 


Tut! Tut! now, Roger, and piffle! You surely can’t be 
serious. Why Roger, you came to that school board meet­ 
ing yourself, and tried to get all of these school districts 
to employ you and your Father (Bailey & Bailey)—tried to 
contract with them for the very “Additional Attorney 
fees”, as you express it, that you now say is all wrong and 
subject to criticism. And you were obligated to appear in 
the case, as you suggest. And you would have been a par­ 
ty to whatever wrong there was about it, except that these 
school boards turned your 
proposition 
for 
employment 
down, and voted to “hire Mr. Lucas. What was there wrong 
about Mr. Lucas being employed that would have been dif­ 
ferent if Bailey & Bailey’s proposition had been accepted? 
And Roger, if there was anything at all wrong about it. 
you have been in on 
the seh*ret 
since that 
meeting 
in 
May, 11)28. How come, that you wait until you are a can­ 
didate, to write us up? 
You didn’t even think to mention 
this in your 1928 campaign speeches, when it 
was fresh. 
Roger, we honestly think that you are one of the finest 
boys in Scott County, and we call you Roger rather than the 
formal Mr. Bailey because we like you. 
But now just be­ 
tween friends, don’t you sorter feel like you have gone a 
long way in this campaign in trying to get votes by finding 
fault with somebody? 


Surely there was nothing wrong in each school district 
and fund involved, paying its proportional part of the ex­ 
penses of this suit, and the m atter was handled and settled 
on exactly that basis. 
You speak of “Additional attorney 
fees”, thereby insinuating that Mr. 
Lucas made 
double 
charges—that is that he got the county court to pay him 
15'» of the total sum and then got each district “Who would 
agree to it”, as you express it, to pay him 15'» of their 
part. Such is not the case as you can find by a little figur­ 
ing. Mr. Lucas simply charged each district and fund in­ 
volved (Sikeston district excepted, since it had its own at 
torney.s, Bailey & Bailey) 15"» of the sum recovered 
for 
them. 


Your published statement indicates that you think the 
County should have paid all of the expenses of this suit, 
with no part borne by the school and drainage districts to 
which more than 91 per cent of this money belonged. Sure­ 
ly the county should not have been called upon to bear all 
of the expense out of its less than 9 per cent of the sum 
involved. 


In your statement, you also seem to contend, and we 
agree to this, that though over 91 per cent of this money 
belonged to the school and drainage districts, 
still, since 
this bond was taken by the county, and this money was in 
the county treasury, the county court had full legal con­ 
trol of this whole matter and, 
without 
consulting 
the 
school boards or anyone else, could have hired such addi­ 
tional lawyers as they saw fit on such terms as they 
thought best. 
But, we submit that the county court 
and 
prosecuting attorney should 
be commended rather than 
criticised, for calling in and consulting the school boards 
and following their wishes. Mr. Lucas had no more to do 
with calling this meeting that you did, Roger, despite your 
plain insinuation to the contrary. 
And these school board 
members, and not the county court, provided for 
hiring 
this additional counsel, and selected Mr. 
Lucas and fixed 
his term of employment. 
And, in doing so, they did not, 
as you say, just contract w ith Mr. I ¿ucas for “Additional 
attorney’s fees” but each school district was merely obli­ 
gating itself to pay its proportional part of the total 
ex­ 
pense. And Mr. Iaicas was employed with the distinct un­ 
derstanding that he was to employ additional 
legal 
help 
and pay them out of his per cent, which he did, and 
the 
valuabl • help of Attorneys 
Wammack and 
Welborn 
of 
Bloomfield, would not have been otherwise secured.
